Berlioz  riif hirda.stlrally  recorded  the 
impres.sion.i   that   0,>ethe  s  "Faust 
made  upon  him    In  fact,  hi.s  (ll.sco\ 
ery  of  the  work,  wlilch  had  jutt  been 
translated  into  rrench,  marked  a 
memorable  epoch  in  his  life.  He  car- 
ried the  book  with  him  and  read 
snatches  of  it  at  tlie  table,  streets 
and  the  theatres.  n*om  his  twenty- 
fifth  year,  when  he  first  became  ac- 
quainted with  the  great  a«rman's 
mastarplsoa,  ha  IbU  HOdMr  Us  Influ- 
ence. 

Berllflo  was  a  bom  mosldan  from 
an  unmusical  family.  At  tha  age  of 
twelve  he  played  three  phasing  In- 
strument., the  flute,  flageolet  and 
guitar  lie  also  enjoyed  his  first 
nighus  In  composing.  His  father,  a 
country  physician,  did  not  regard 
music  with  high  favor  and  desired 
that  his  son  should  adopt  the  same 
profession.
